The  computer  that  WPFW  uses  is  located  in 
Berkeley,   Cal.     We  send  subscription  informa- 
tion to  California  on  or  about  the  10th  of 
every  month  and  California,   in  return,  sends 
program  labels,  bills,   renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  on  or  around  the  25th 
of   the   month,  so  we  have   time    to   send   the   in- 
fo to  the  mailing  house  so  you  can  get  your' 
program  guide  a.s.a.p.
